'Bias weakens Foulkes report' 


Political bias in the Foulkes 
report on B.C. health care has 
weakened an otherwise 
valuable document, according 
to Dr. Charles Ireland, 
president of Victoria Medical 
Society. 

Ireland, whose society 
represents about 350 doctors 
in the Capital Region, claimed 
much of the mammoth report 
is suspect because it is an 
unashamed ‘political 
document” conforming to 
NDP philosophy. 

Many of its 264 recom-

mendations, said Ireland, 
represent change for the sake 
of change and a “total 
revolution” aimed at turning 
‘‘a whole system upside 
down.” 

Ireland said the proposed 
top-to-bottom reshuffle of 
B.C.’s health structure would 
be “extremely expensive and 
extremely disruptive." 

In suggesting salaries for 
doctors, Ireland said the 
government health consultant 
had made "no claim that a 
salaried system is going to 
treat the patient better." 

He said that it would be up 
to the public to choose 
whether they wanted doctors 
to be their servants or those of 
the state. Under a salaried 
system, he said, "they are 
working for the state, they 
are not working for the 
patient.” 

He pointed out that much of 
the 2,000-page report proposed 


changes that doctors had 
advocated for years to tighten 
up local administration, 
particularly in the 
paramedical and social 
services. 

"Whether you agree with it 
(the report) or not it’s useful 
to have a look at the whole 
system and re-evaluate it.” 
Ireland suggested that such 
an over-all study — which was 
"not all that expensive" — 
should be conducted every few 
years but without the bias he 
said was evident in Foulkes’ 
effort. 

Much of the initial reaction 
to the report in Victoria 
medical circles has been 
equally mixed 

Victoria General Hospital’s 
executive director Jim Fair 
said that despite some 
"sensitive issues” and some 
"inadequacies”, his own 
reaction was "relatively 
positive.” 

Like others, he commented 
that it will take time to read 
the two-volume report — itself 
a greatly shortened version — 


and study all the recom¬ 
mendations. 

He was cautious about 
Foulkes’ proposals for more 
lay representation in health 
-Manning. “It’s like me trying 
o tell MacMillan Bloedel how 
to make paper,” he said. 

Victoria General Hospital’s 
chief of staff Dr. Jim Duxbury 
agreed that more lay 
representation in health 


planning was a good thing in 
principle, but warned that 
unless these were "informed 
people” they would be 
relatively useless in making 
complex health decisions. 

Duxbury agreed with 
Ireland that the wholesale 
changes inherent in the report 
would be harmful to a 
gradually evolving health 
care system. 


Province's pensioners 
profiteering on Pill? 

The provincial government apparently thinks B.C. has 
more lively old age pensioners than the rest of the country. 

During talks between the government and pharmacists 
before the introduction of the government-subsidized 
Tharmacare program, one government man was worried 
about “over-utilization” of drugs by the pensioners. 

As an example he cited over 65s buying a year’s supply 
of birth-control pills and selling what they didn’t use to their 
friends. 


Small businessmen and 
homeowners over 65 will be 
protected from huge tax in¬ 
creases due to reassessment 
of their properties, Premier 
Dave Barrett promised after a 
weekend NDP caucus in 
Nanaimo 

He said protection through a 
tax deferral plan will also be 
given to persons holding small 
parcels of land on which to 
build a retirement home and 
to people owning land whose 
development is restricted 
because of the zoning freeze 
on agricultural land. 

Barrett said the meeting of 
NDP Ml As approved the tax 
deferral scheme which he had 
first publicly proposed Jan. 9 
in an interview in The Ex¬ 
press. At that time he said 
adoption of the scheme would 
depend on caucus approval. 

Property owners face 
potentially large tax increases 
liecause of a reassessment of 
land and the lifting of the 10 
per cent ceiling on assessment 
increases. 

The premier said legislation 
to permit the tax deferral 
scheme will be introduced at 
the new session of the 
legislature which will begin 
Jan. 31. 

Barrett refused to give 
details of the tax deferral 
legislation but said it would be 
retroactive to Jan. 1,1974, and 
therefore applicable to the 
current year’s taxes. 
However, it will apply only to 
property that has not changed 
hands since the start of the 
year, he said. 

In earlier discussions on the 
proposed plan. Barrett said 
one method of handling the 
deferral would be to hold 
taxes at their 1973 level. Any 
additional taxes would 
become due and payable only 
w lien the property was sold or 
the owner died. 

Although three of the four 
groups to be protected in the 
legislation had previously 
been mentioned, those af¬ 
fected by the farmland freeze 
had not. 

Barrett said they had "a 
very valid complaint" in that 
they were assessed on the 
basis of market value related 
to the general potential of 
undeveloped land and yet 
were restrained by the far¬ 
mland freeze from developing 
their property for anything 
but farming. 


The premier also listed 
three categories of lan¬ 
downers who will not be given 
any relief under the new 
legislation; foreign lan¬ 
downers, large or 
multinational corporations 
and land speculators and real 
estate developers. 

ITovincial NDP president 
Frank Murphy, who sat in on 
the caucus, said later there 
are several areas where the 
provincial government has to 
move more in line with party 
policy. 

Murphy singled out 
education as a field where 
immediate action is needed. 
He said the government must 
review, as a whole, the 
educational system in the 


province and bring in 
legislation to implement party 

policy. 

The party is definitely 
satisfied with government 
action, "but we do disagree in 
some areas;” said Murphy, 
adding that disagreement is 
"healthy.” 

The caucus meeting was 
spent working out ways for the 
party to be more involved in 
government policy and 
direction and additional 
meetings will be scheduled to 
work out ways for caucus 
input to government 
decisions. 

Murphy hoped "fairly soon” 
the government would move 
into in-depth planning with the 
party. 


Islands 
plan gets 
BX. okay 


The first comprehensive 
community plans for the Gulf 
Islands have been given 
provincial cabinet approval 
ending more than four years 
of effort by the islanders to get 
a long-range plan. 

The community plan for 
Galiano Island, drawn up by 
the Capital Region District, 
recommends lots of at least 
one acre, providing there is a 
well producing 250 gallons or 
more a day on the lot. 

Minimum lot size for South 
Tender Island should be 10 
acres, tlie plan says, because 
most of the land on the island 
is very dry. 

The plan recommends that 
farming be protected and 
encouraged and takes as its 
main principle the preser¬ 
vation of the island’s 
natural, rural surroundings 
as presently enjoyed by all 
people while providing an 
opportunity for people to use 
or dispose of their land in 
equitable and reasonable 
fashion.” 

There is now a ban on 
sulxlividing property on the 
islands into sections smaller 
than 10 acres.

necessarily mean the 10-acre 
subdivision freeze will be 
lifted

squad, offers a one word 
translation. Beware. 

Beware the home repair¬ 
man who overcharges and 
undertakes jobs that really 
don’t need doing. He’s a make- 
work schemer and generally a 
shoddy tradesman, Smith 
says. One couple paid $400 for 
insulating material which 
retails for $7. An elderly 
woman paid $1,200 for a repair 
on a back porch which was 
later estimated at $112. 


—Beware the magazine 
salesman who can’t produce 
proper credentials entitling 
him to sell door to door. His 
persuasive techniques are 
legion . and formidable 
One lady unwittingly signed 
up for subscriptions that 
totalled more than 200 years. 

—Beware the stranger who 
tries to enter your home under 
some ruse. The person may be 
trying to discover where you 
bank and your account 
number. Smith relates a 


recent case when three 
youths, claiming they were 
telephone men, entered a 
woman's house supposedly to 
check her phone and left with 
her bank account number, 
some cheques, and her 
signature which she gave 
thinking she was signing a 
work sheet. In another case a 
youth entered a woman’s 
home on the pretence he 
wanted to discuss a govern¬ 


ment program for the elderly 
While there he stole her bank 
books and cashed more than 
$6,000 in forged cheques 
before he was caught 

Smith's advice is simple. If 
in doubt check with his 
department first and offers 
these tips: 

—Never commission work 
at your home unless you have 
a written contract. And never 


pay in cash, always by 
cheque, preferably a current 
account. That way you have 
the person s signature on 
record. 

—Check with City Hall to 
find out if your caller has a 
business licence and then 
contact the Better Business 
Bureau fur information about 
him or the company he 
represents. 


—If structural changes are 
being done in your home then 
a permit is likely required 
Irom City Hall. It is your 
guarantee the job will be done 
properly. Smith says. 

"The older person is 
generally trusting. but 
forgetful,” he adds. “He has 
been brought up to respect 
other people and expect the 
same treatment in return.” 

The problem is, it doesn’t 
always work that way.

Bomb links 
not traced 

A bomb explosion shattered 
windows and did structural 
damage to the RCMP station 
in Parksville early Friday 
morning 

An RCMP spokesman said 
there did not appear to be any 
connection between that 
explosion and one on Jan. 1 
which blew a hole in a pipe 
carrying water to Harmac 
pulp mill in Cassidy, five 
miles south of Nanaimo. 

Nor did there appear to be 
any connection, he said, to 
recent threats received by 
RCMP in Victoria that a man 
was going to “blow up a police 
station”. 

The Parksville blast was set 
off without any warning. The 
device — believed to be a 
“fairly extensive” dynamite 
charge — was placed five to 
six feet from the police station 
front door. It exploded at 
about 5 a.m. No one was in the 
office or in the adjoining 
newly built provincial 
government buildings which 
were also damaged by the 
explosion.

As a power-to-the-people document, the enormous 
Foulkes Report on health has few peers in Canada. It is 
unabashedly socialist in content, jam-packed with 
references to consumer power and community control over 
health matters. 

Its underlying theme is an admirable one: l,et the 
people of each community decide what kind of medical and 
social welfare strualuro they want, and let them organize it. 
The magic word is “decentralize.” 

Okay. But sticking out like a weed among the willows is 
a recommendation that the provincial government pass a 
law that would make fluoridation of drinking water man¬ 
datory across the province. 

At a press conference, Foulkes admitted this was one of 
a few contradictions in the report. He used the word “pro 
bono publico” (for the public good) as a rationale that 
politicians use to justify an unpopular action. 

In other words, there are some things the public is too 
dumb to appreciate. 

In many B.C. communities, as referendums have 
shown, fluoridation is still a bogey, despite “pro bono 
publico,” scientific findings and the consensus of health 
professionals. 

Like abortion and the killing of seal cubs, it’s an 


emotional subject that raises the ire of letter-to-the-editor 
writers and nature faddists alike. 

Years ago, the sensational argument was that fluoride 
is rat poison and it rots the bone. The lunatic fringe 
mumbled about a communist conspiracy to turn the brains 
of our children into oatmeal. 

Today, the anti-fluoridationists are more credible. 
They say society is being over-chlorinated, over-iodized, 
eyclamated sodium glutomated and DDTed, and our bodies 
are being turned into chemical vats.' 

Rather that fluoridate the reservoirs, they would prefer 
that the chemical be added to certain types of milk, 
available to the mother worried about her children’s teeth. 

Whatever the merit of these arguments, that comball 
phrase “freedom of choice” should still be applied. 

If fluoride is indeed the answer to a serious dental 
problem in Canada — and many experts remain un¬ 
convinced — then it’s the function of the government, 
especially a socialist one, to education the public as to its 
benefits. 

The B.C. government has said it doesn’t have the 
money or the people to start a denticare program. More 
likely, there’s nobody around with the management savvy 
to set up such a system. 

If the Foulkes proposal is accepted as government 
policy, it would put the lie to the entire philosophy of self- 
determination in health matter. The report is too valuable a 
document to be marred by this kind of thing.

Rotating 

fathers 


Canada is becoming a 
matriarchal society with 
rotating fathers, according to 
Dr. Philip Ney, a child 
psychiatrist and Greater 
Victoria school trustee. 

At least one-third of the 
population of Victoria is 
single parent families, Ney 
told a public meeting on 
education at ClaremoiU 
secondary school. 

"We have increasingly 
fewer families that stick 
together,” he said. 

Ney urged parents to help 
break the trend toward broken 
marriages by becoming more 
involved in their children’s 
education and upbringing, not 
leaving it to professionals 

He mentioned a "half- 
serious" proposal he 
presented to a school board 
committee last week that 
would force parents to take 
part in junior secondary home 
economics and woodworking 
classes if they wanted their 
children to attend. 

Board members rejected 


the proposal, he said, “but it 
got them thinking.” 

Ney was one of a nine- 
member panel of speakers, 
including deputy minister of 
education Jack Fleming, who 
addressed the meeting. 

Fleming said an unequal but 
more equitable system of 
allotting government money 
to school districts may be in 
the offing, when a full study of 
education financing is made 
this spring. 

The present system, which 
holds every district to the 1968 
provincial financing formula, 
doesn’t allow for regional 
differences, he said. 

For example, Gulf Islands 
district has high tran¬ 
sportation costs because high 
school students must travel by 
boat to Salt Spring Island to 
study, said Fleming. 

Fleming also said the 
department hasn’t been using 
television, cablevision or 
audio-visual resources as it 
should but he said this would 
change.

Daye said there is no 
legislation to enforce removal 
of such self-locking con¬ 
tainers, and if the municipal 
garbage crew collected them 
at their owners’ request, the 
danger would be reduced. 


Museum 'helpers' 
cause for alarm 


Dr. Bristol Foster, director 
of the Provincial Museum, has 
warned Victoria residents 
against people who claim to 
collect artifacts on behalf of 
the museum. 

Foster says “these in¬ 
dividuals are not employed 
by, nor do they represent the 
Provincial Museum.” The 
museum, he says, doesn’t 
randomly collect artifacts on 
a door-to-door basis. 

"If the museum is in¬ 


terested in obtaining a par¬ 
ticular artifact from an in¬ 
dividual, a staff member 
contacts the potential donor 
by phone or letter before 
making a visit,” he said. 

Foster also stressed that 
museum curators have 
identification cards and he 
advised people to ask to see 
those cards if they are ap¬ 
proached by someone who 
claims to be sent by the 
museum.

14. Now he must serve his 
unexpired time plus the extra 
year.

Rick and Eileen Corbett got 
married Friday. It took five 
minutes and cost them $14.50. 

They were married in a civil 
ceremony at the district 
registrar’s office on Fort 
Street, one of about 600 
couples who do so every year. 

The young couple could 
have opted for a church 
wedding with all the trim¬ 
mings — tuxedos, fancy 
flower arrangements, a band,- 
catered dinner, bridesmaids, 
ushers, a photographer — but 
they didn’t and they saved 
themselves at least $1,000. 

The reasons for choosing a 
civil marriage are as varied 
as the people who make the 
choice. To some older couples 
who have had previous 
marriages, the civil ceremony 
is a quiet, no-fanfare way of 
re-tying the knot. 

To many, like the Corbetts, 
“it’s easier, and cheaper.” 

Both husband and wife 
agree that the short, civil 
marriage has as much 
meaning as a wedding that’s 
planned six months in ad¬ 
vance and cost the bride’s 
father anywhere from $300 to 
$2,500. 

The Corbetts, of 866 
Craigflower, are planning a 
reception in the spring when 
their parents can attend, but 
the civil wedding “means just 
as much to us. It had to have 
meaning before any ceremony 
or we wouldn’t have done it.” 

The civil ceremony is short

and sweet: “I do solemnly 
declare that I do not know of

Forty years ago. the district 
registrar’s office handled 
about 4C0 civil marriages a 
year The number is now 
around 600 and going up every 
year, while church marriages 
are going down by a 
corresponding number. 

A couple wanting to get 
married must buy a licence 
from the registrar’s office and 
then go through the three-day 
waiting period. There are no 
blood tests necessary and no 
residence requirements, but 
they have to supply their own 
witnesses. 

There are a couple of 
disadvantages — the Bank of 
B.C. building which houses the 
registrar’s office isn’t exactly 
Christ Church Cathedral and 
the building’s management 
frowns on the traditional 
practice of throwing confetti. 

Of 2,186 marriages in the 
Victoria area last year, 1,586 
were performed in churches. 

Those 1,586 weddings 
generated about $2.2 million 
worth of business. 


Sizes of weddings vary 
considerably, but according to 
churches and hotel and 
catering services, the average 
size would be about 100 guests. 

A sit-down turkey dinner for 
those 100 guests would cost 
about $4.50 per person, or $450. 

If each guest at the wedding 
has four drinks during the 
evening, the total would 
amount to $300. A band for the 
evening, at the going rate for 
members of the musicians' 
union, would charge about 
.$150. 

The bride’s dress, formal 
wear for the groom and his 
attendants, and flowers for 
the bride, bridesmaids, flower 
girl and flower standards for 
the church mount up to 
another $400 and it’s not over 
yet. 

A photographer, wedding 
rings and presents from the 
bride and groom to their at¬ 
tendants would cost $200, 
bringing the bill up to a grand 
total of $1,500. 

On the other hand, a 20-foot 
aluminum ladder that will 
reach any second storey 
window for purposes of 
elopement, would cost ap¬ 
proximately $35 from your 
friendly neighborhood hard¬ 
ware store.

The provincial government 
has bought the 75-bed 
Glengarry private hospital in 
Victoria for $875,000. second 
such purchase in the Capital 
district within three months. 

Purchase price includes 2.2 
acres of adjacent land which 
can be used for future 
development, said Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke. 

Glengarry, at 1780 Fairfield, 
will be operated as an ex¬ 
tended care hospital, to 
provide care for mostly 
elderly patients with long¬ 
term illnesses. 

Patients qualifying for 
extended care under the 
provincial hospital insurance 
program now pay $1 a day but 
the government has indicated 
it intends increasing the 
patient's share of the cost to 
$5.50 a day. 

Last October the province 
bought the 75-bed Richmond 
Heights private hospital in 
Saanich for $775,000, now 
renamed Mount Tolmie ex¬ 
tended care hospital. 

Both hospitals will be 
operated by the Juan de Fuca 
Hospital Society, a public 
organization established three 
years ago but without a 
hospital to administer until 
purchase of Richmond 
Heights. 


Cocke did not announce a 
date for the takeover of 
Glengarry but said it had been 
bought by the province with 
the agreement of the Capital 
Region Hospital Board.

RAF finds good use 
for Goering's words 


LONDON - Field Marshal 
Hermann Goering, Hitler’s air 
chief, had a favorite comment 
— “no enemy plane will fly 
over the Reich.” 

These words are reproduced 
in the RAF’s museum in 
Hendon, north London where 
some of the British bombers 
which brought devastation 
over Germany during the 
Second World War are on 
show. 

The phrase appears on the 
port side of a restored bom¬ 
ber, a Lancaster named “S for 
Sugar.” It became known as 
the “One that always came 
back” and graffiti on the 
black fuselage record 128 
raids over Germany. 

Opposite it stands what is 
thought to be the last of 11,461 
Vickers Wellington bombers. 
The museum is careful in its 
claim. Officials say there 
might still be one somewhere 
in an Irish bog. 

The museum contains two 


types of Spitfire, the fighter 
which played a major role in 
destroying Luftwaffe planes 
during the Battle of Britain. 

But, of all the planes owned 
by the museum, the story of a 
Halifax bomber, also code- 
named “S for Sugar,” is one of 
the most colorful. 

At 8:30 p.m. on April 27, 
1942,11 Halifax bombers took 
off from Kinloss, Scotland, to 
raid the 45,000-ton German 
battleship Tirpitz, lying in 
Norway’s Trondheim Fjord, 
with mines. “Sugar” was hit 
by flak and crash-landed on 
the frozen surface of Lake 
Hoklingen, Norway. 

The crew scrambled clear 
and struggled over the 
mountains to neutral Sweden. 
The burning Halifax melted 
the ice beneath it and sank 
into 90 feet of water. 

There it remained until last 
September when it was raised 
to the surface by salvage 
experts. It was transported

across the North Sea by tank 
landing craft to Harwich and 
thus to the museum workshop 
at Hemlow. Bedfordshire, for 
restoration expected to take 
several years. 

On entering the main air¬ 
craft hall, the visitor is con¬ 
fronted by a Bleriot XI 
monoplane, similar to the one 
in which Bleriot made the first 
crossing of the English 
Channel in 1909. 

The first impeccably 
preserved line of aircraft 
includes a Sopwith triplane, a 
Vickers gunbus and a De 
Havilland Tiger Moth. A 
Sopwith Camel reminds the 
visitor of the 1,300 enemy 
aircraft the type accounted 
for during the First World 
War. 

The silver wings and 
fuselage of a Super-marine 
Stranraer flying boat — first 
introduced in 1935 - gleam in 
the artificial lighting. With its 
wheels removed to reduce its 
height, the propellers still rise 
to within inches of the roof. 


LONDON — More and more 
Britons are wondering 
whether Canada can give 
them a better life. 

So many are making 
enquiries that Canada’s 
immigration office in London 
is having its busiest season in 
years. 

Among those who were 
waiting recently for an in¬ 
terview were Cpl. Leslie 
Gillan and his wife Carolyn. 

“Canada has become the 
centre of our lives,” said 
Gillan, 24, a military 
policeman in the Royal Air 
Force. 

John Tappenden and his 
wife Ruth also were waiting 
for their first interview. 


“We’ve wanted to leave for 
a year or so/’ he said. “But 
now we’re becoming 
desperate.” 

The Tappendens have two 
children and a small house in 
Devon. He has nearly all the 
qualifications of a 
professional engineer but the 
best salary he can earn is 
$4,400 a year. 

“We just can’t get along on 
that much any more and now I 
face the prospect of losing my 
job as people get thrown out of 
work by the three-day week,” 
he said. 

The Gillans live on an RAF 
base in Norfolk and his take- 
home pay each week comes to 
$46 out of gross earnings of 
$ 66 .

Bad news hits stocks 


Bad news bred more had 
news on the New York and 
Toronto stock markets at the 
close of trading last week, as 
reports of stagnant growth 
and higher inflation in the 
final quarter of 1973 rippled 
through the exchanges. 

The industrial index in 
Toronto fell sharply by 1.42 to 
210.17, wiping out gains made 
Thursday and echoing un¬ 
certainty in the lower New 
York market. 

The gold index gained 26.8 to 
542.13, hitting an all-time high 
because of near-record bullion 
prices in Europe. The index 
had lost more than 21 pointS 
Thursday. • 

The basemetal index was up 
.09 to 100.73 and western oils .5 


to 268 21 Chemical, industrial 
mining, merchandising and 
bank stocks all declined while 
food processing, real estate, 
oil refining and paper and 
forest issues were higher. 

The Dow-Jones industrial 
average took a beating, 
dropping steadily through the 
day and winding up at 855.47, 
down 16.69 points at the 
session’s lowest level. 

Declines were -blamed on 
profit-taking triggered by the 
announcement that economic 
growth^had slowed notably in 
the pash part of 1973, in ad¬ 
dition to congressional 
criticism of the level of oil 
company earnings. 

Only one of the 15 most 
active stocks, Teleprompter, 
advanced on the day. Gold 


stocks were the only major 
industry group to withstand 
the downward trend.

When this came out last 
week, Poile said that he was 
“stunned.’’ 

“I have never refused to 
attend a team meeting in my 
life,’’ said Poile, who brought 
Laycoe to the Vancouver 
organization as coach.

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Island gains concessions in soccer truce 


Rebel Vancouver Island 
soccer officials have had 
second thoughts and have re¬ 
applied to get back in the 
“fold”. 

But, for the men in tlie 
Vancouver Island Soccer 
Commission who led the 
Vancouver Island League 
players through more than 
half a season cut off from both 
the B.C. Soccer Commission 
and the Canadian Soccer 


Association, it is not a meek, 
tail-between-the-legs return. 

Power — and lots more of it 
for the Island — was the big 
bargaining point. 

Island and B.C. Commission 
members met late last week 
and reached agreement, on 
one point at least. The.rebels 
agreed to apply for re- 
affiliation on the un¬ 
derstanding that an extra¬ 
ordinary general meeting of 


all the leagues under the 
commission is held soon with 
a complete revamping of 
voting procedures top of the 
agenda. 

Lack of voice on the Van¬ 
couver-based B.C. Com¬ 
mission has meant feuds 
across the water for years and 
led to the Island Commission 
printing its own registration 
forms this season and 
withholding more than $4,000 


in player fees from the B.C. 
body 

The rebellion meant that 
Island players, who signed 
forms and handed over their 
fees, were not registered with 
the B.C. Commission, the CSA 
or with the International 
Football Fedeialiou (FIFA) 
and faced possible suspension 
for playing in outlaw leagues. 

“Once we are back in af¬ 
filiation, this money will be 


handed over to the B.C. 
Commission," Island League 
president Bill Merison has 
confirmed. 

The Island Commission, 
irked by a change in heart by 
the B.C. Commission which 
allowed two Victoria teams to 
play in the new Vancouver- 
based B.C. league instead of 
in the Island League, applied 
for direct affiliation with the 
CSA. But this was rejected as 


"unconstitutional” by CSA 
secretary Eric King of 
Toronto. 

B.C. Commission members 
told Island officials in their 
meeting last week they plan to 
go ahead next season with 
their "zonal plans.” This 
means the two Victoria clubs, 
London Boxing Club and 
Gorge Molsons, will play on 
the Island. 

Merison said the big 


problem is that each league is 
allowed only three votes for up 
to 50 teams “and more votes if 
you have more than 50 
teams.” 

“Whatever the Vancouver 
area decides, then that’s it,” 
Merison said. "This is just not 
good enough. What we want is 
an equal number oi votes for 
each zone — Vancouver, the 
Fraser Valley and of course 
the Island. Each area has 


different problems; and it’s 
your problems that matter not 
the number of teams you 
have.” 

Merison said the Island will 
fall back in line for the rest of 
this season “and see what 
happens." 

"But if we feel the B.C. 
Commission is not goint to 
keep up its end of the bargain, 
then we’ll go it alone next 
year," he warned.

Crenshaw, 70-69-67-69—275, pocketed $17,000 for his 
second-place showing and now has earned almost $100,000 
since turning professional last autumn.

Tests won't result 
in loss of medals 

Expressly brief 


CHRISTCHURCH, N.Z. - 
There will be no 
disqualifications for their use 
but tests will be conducted on 
the use of muscle-building 
steroid drugs at the Com¬ 
monwealth Games, which 
open here Thursday. 

The use of steroids by 
athletes in field events and 
weightlifting to increase their 
bulk is frowned on by most 
sports federations. 

But because there have 
been no reliable methods of 
detecting their presence, no 
rules forbidding the use of the 
drugs have been adopted. 

The tests here will be 
carried out by Prof. Raymond 
Brooks of St. Thomas 
Hospital, Ixmdon, who has 
conducted a three-year 
research program which has 
developed a method of 
detecting the presence of the 
drug. 


When the checks become 
established “penalties should 
be expected for those taking 
this drug”, Dr. Raymond 
Owen, chairman of the 
Games’ medical committee, 
said.

First trading hour 
busy for exchange 


“We’re trying to introduce 
them to their own en¬ 
vironment,” said Dr. Clifford 
Anastasiou, project director. 

The game used in Van¬ 
couver has a board, like a 
Monopoly board, which is a 
city map with bus routes 
marked on it, and players 
must travel around the routes 
using the map. 

The Victoria game will be 
similar but more complex, 
said Anastasiou. He expects it 
to be completed later this 
spring. 


Toronto Stock Exchange 
does 23 per cent of its business 
in its first trading hour, ac¬ 
cording to a study made by the 
exchange. 

The study was ordered after 
the TSE extended its hours so 
it would open the same time as 
the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change, which went on 
daylight saving time Jan. 6. 

The new hours in Toronto 
are 9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m., 
Toronto time, one hour earlier 
than the former hours of 10 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Some floor traders have 
complained about the longer 
trading day, but the exchange 
decided to continue with the 
new hours, although trading in 
the last hour is slow. The 
exchange does only about 13 
per cent of its day’s business 
in the final hour. With 5.5 
hours of trading, about 18 per 
cent of the total should be 
scored in each hour. 

Some floor traders have 
complained of exhaustion but 
a spokesman for the group 
said most are taking the 
longer day in good humor. 


By comparison with floor 
traders in Vancouver, the TSE 
men still have it easy. Van¬ 
couver Stock Exchange 
starting time has been 
changed to 6 a.m., from 7 a.m. 
and closing time is not until 2 
p.m. 

Gift shops 
off ferries 

Gift shops on B.C. ferries 
are being phased out with a 
half price sale on souvenirs, 
Transport and Com¬ 
munications Minister Bob 
Strachan has announced. 

The ferries will now operate 
newsstand-only facilities. 

Strachan said he didn’t 
think “it’s our function ... to 
sell high-priced souvenirs.” 

The shops have sold 
souvenirs, candy and ready 
material. 

A spokesman said the two 
new ferries ordered for the 
Nanaimo-Horseshoe Bay run 
have only the smaller 
newsstand facilities. 


There have been no public 
protests from the Vancouver 
traders. 

In Toronto, the exchange 
said the survey showed the 
value of opening at 9 a.m., 
instead of 10 a.m. First-hour 
business includes overnight 
orders and those placed by 
early risers who study news 
reports before making market 
decisions. 

If an investor wished to 
place an early order and Wall 
Street was open an hour 
before the TSE, the Toronto 
exchange could lose big 
customers to the New York 
Exchange. 

The longer trading hours in 
Toronto are expected to 
continue until spring, when 
Ontario goes on daylight 
saving time. 

British Columbia will decide 
Feb. 3 whether it will go on 
daylight saving time, which 
would enable the Vancouver 
exchange to revert to its 7 
a.m. opening. 


OTTAWA — A $175 million 
extension of the oil pipeline 
from Sarnia to Montreal, 
announced last week by 
Energy Minister Donald 
Macdonald, is the first phase 
of what he predicted will be a 
coast-to-coast hookup to move 
oil to a superport to be built in 
Quebec, New Brunswick or 
Nova Scotia. 

Construction is to start in 
the fall with a target com¬ 
pletion date of late 1975. To 
speed the project, Macdonald 
announced the federally 
operated Canadian Com¬ 
mercial Corporation will buy 
the pipe for the 510-mile line.

Q. I have heard that I can 
deduct the fees my tax con¬ 
sultant charges for making 
out mv income tax return. Is 
this correct? 

A. There is no provision in 
the Income Tax Act which 
permits deduction of these 
charges. However, if you 
normally require accounting 
advice in connection with your 
business, the tax consultant 
charges may be deductible as 
a business expense. 

Q. I am a commission 
salesman operating out of m.v 
house. I have a room set up as 
an office. Can I claim anv 
expenses for this “office” 
when figuring mv income tax? 

A. If the room is used solely 
for the purpose of earning 
your income, you may be 
entitled to deduct a portion of 
the cost of maintaining your 
house, as a business expense. 
Unfortunately, more in¬ 
formation would be required 
before you could be advised on 
how to calculate the amount of 
your deduction. Your District 
Taxation Office would be glad 
to help you. 

Q. Mv wife and I are the 
same age and this year we 
qualify for the age exemption. 


On mv tax form do I claim 
*1.000 age exemption for mv 
wife as well as $1,000 for 
mvself? 

A. No. The fact that your 
wife is entitled to claim the 
$1,000 age exemption if she 
files her own tax return does 
not effect the amount you can 
claim as married exemption. 

Q. Who qualifies for the age 
exemption for income tax 
mu-poses and what proof has 
to he sent with the tax form 
when claiming this exemp¬ 
tion? 

A. The $1,000 Age Exemp¬ 
tion may be claimed by a 
taxpayer only if he was 65 
years of age or over during the 
year. It is not necessary to 
supply proof of eligibility 
unless asked to do so by the 
Tax Department. 

Q. Whv can’t the income tax 
office in mv city fill out my tax 
return? 

A. The self-assessment 
system requires that each 
person takes the responsibility 
for reporting his income from 
all sources. With available 
personnel and limited space, it 
would be impossible for the 
staff in the District Taxation 
Offices to prepare returns. 


U.S. by road in 1965 amounted 
to $1.7 million but by 1972 that 
figure had reached $42 
million.

“The road and rail figures 
can only mean that bulk

‘‘It would be of great value 
to learn more about the 
causes,” the report adds. 
‘‘Are more and more goods 
seeking the route through U.S. 
outlets because it is cheaper to 
ship that way, or is it because 
the Canadian transportation 
system is unable to cope with 
increasing volume?” 

Despite the energy crisis 
and the resulting slowdown of 
industrial growth in Japan, 
the trade council does not 
foresee a drastic reduction in 
the value of Japanese- 
Canadian trade in the next 
three years. The council, for 
example, predicts Canadians 
will continue to demand 
quality durable products from 
Japan. 

While the volume of 
Canadian resources shipped 
to Japan may grow only 
moderately because of the 
expected industrial slowdown 
in that country, the council 
expects the value of these 
resources to rise in the wake 
of world scarcities. 

British Columbia accounts 
for more than half the exports 
to Japan, with copper and 
primary copper products the 


leading commodity, followed 
by forest products. 

“In the later 1970s, Japan 
may be instrumental in 
directing Canadian exports to 
markets around the Pacific 
Rim,” says the council. 

“Aside from raw material 
sales, there are excellent 
opportunities for export of 
Canadian food products — 
fish, cereal and livestock — 
and also for selling a higher 
proportion of these as 
processed items.” 

Among the possible Pacific 
Rim markets for B.C. 
products are the states of 
Washington and Oregon, 
according to a market study of 


the two states conducted by 
the B.C. department of 
industrial development. 
Washington and Oregon have 
a population of about 51-2 
million, approximately 2 1-2 
times that of B.C., and provide 
a potential market for several 
commodities now produced in 
B.C., or which can be.

Saanich probes hikes b)omed 
in garbage collecting 


Garbage collection costs in 
Saanich have risen 36 per cent 
in the four years since the 
municipality took over from a 
private operator, a situation 
about to be investigated by the 
mayor and council. 

Mayor Ed Lum told a public 
works committee last week he 
is alarmed at the cost of 
garbage collection, which was 
a perennial controversy while 
Saanich engaged a private 
contractor to provide service. 


He said he wants a full 
review of the municipal 
operation by Aid. John Mc¬ 
Donald’s new environment 
committee. “I intend to spend 
some time investigating it in 
the next little while,” Mc¬ 
Donald said. 

The municipality took over 
garbage collection in 1970 at a 
cost of $402,300 when the 
population of Saanich was 
about 64,000. By last year, 
when Saanich had grown to 


69,000 persons, garbage 
collection cost an estimated 
$547,000. 

In all years there have been 
capital equipment costs 
ranging from marginal to 
substantial. 

When the private operator 
picked up Saanich refuse, only 
the urban part of the 
municipality was covered 
and service was every other 
week.

Anderson said Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan 
should cancel the purchase 
because the A90 simulator 
duplicates cockpit 
arrangements and flight 
characteristics of an aircraft 
not even in the government 
inventory. 

The new Super King Air 200 
aircraft purchased by the 
government are quite 
different from the A90 
simulator, Anderson said, and 
while the federal government 
is also purchasing the same 
simulator, it owns eight A90 
aircraft. 

Anderson also said the 
federal government offered 
the B.C. use of its simulator at 
cost. 

Damages 
from fires 
up in city 

Fires in Victoria in 1973 
caused more than twice the 
property damage than in the 
previous year, statistics 
released by Victoria fire 
department show. 

The figure of $595,000 is up 
from $240,000 in 1972. The 
number of fire calls remained 
about the same for both years 
— around 1,000. 

Deputy Chief R. J. Coates 
said several serious 
apartment fires accounted for 
a major portion of the loss. 
They included a $100,000 fire 
at the Seagate Apartments, 
707 Esquimau, Dec. 1 and 
another blaze the next day at 
an apartment at 215 Omego 
which caused $20,000 damage 
to a suite. 

The year’ s big gest fire 
occurred Sept. 27 when four 
stores on Oak Bay Avenue 
were destroyed foUowing a 
gas explosion. One man was 
injured and losses exceeded 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“The human element was 
involved in a number of fires 
during the year, mostly from 
careless use of smoking 
materials,” Coates said. 

Two people lost their lives in 
city fires — Mrs. Eula Park 
who died after fire broke out 
in a house at 1770 Fort on Nov. 
3, and Mrs. Violet Townsend 
who was caught in a house fire 
at 2329 Fifth May 29. 


Instead of buying the 
simulator, he said, B.C. 
should either have taken up 
the federal offer or rented 
time from PWA or CP Air for 
their simulators. 

A dispatcher with the 
government fleet, however, 
said the simulator could 
produce exactly the same 
characteristics as the 
government aircraft despite 
the fact that it is a different 
simulator model. 

Anderson argued that B.C. 
has been “sold a biU of goods” 
if pilots think the simulator 
has the same characteristics 
as their planes.
